Weakening Defense Would 
Be "Act of Bad Faith" to

WASHINGTON. July 21 
Declar­ 
ing that America was In “infinite­ 
ly greater” danger than a year ago. 
President Roosevelt asked congress 
today to authorize extension of the 
one-year period of active service in 
the 
army 
of 
selectees, 
national 
guardsmen and reservists. 
Unless the extension is granted, 
Mr. Roosevelt said, the nation will 
be taking a grave national risk and 
disintegration of Hie army will be 
under way within two months. 
Up to Congress 
Responsibility for maintaining the 
efficiency of that army, the chief 
executive said in a message to con­ 
gress, rests solely with the legisla­ 
tors. 
Mr. Roosevelt dramatized his re­ 
quest bv trying an innovation. 
He 
transcribed the message on records 
so that his words might cc broad­ 
cast to the nution and the world. 
The President emphasized that 
conditions 
had 
changed 
since 
a 
12-month limitation was placed a 
year ago on the service of selectees, 
guardsmen and reservists.
